2005 Wisconsin Act 187 Advanced Practice Nurse
[2005 Assembly Bill 683] Prescribers

2005 Wisconsin Act 187 modifies a number of statutes that allow specified activities to be
undertaken by a physician or, in some instances, by a physician or other type of enumerated health care
provider. The Act amends those statutes to include references to advanced practice nurse prescribers
(APNPs). Examples of some of the types of statutes amended are those that relate to: (1) rights of
residents of nursing homes and community-based residential facilities; (2) communicable or sexually
transmitted diseases; (3) the ability of a person to operate a motor vehicle; and (4) therapeutic
substitutions for prescription drugs.

Effective Date: The Act takes effect on April 7, 2006.
